There is a load of variety in the 72 courses dished up here. Some are muddy hell¬ 
holes with wicked hairpin bends, others are simple tarmac ovals so you can really 
push your motor to the limit. There are also super sprint tracks in which two cars 
race head-to-head, albeit In separate lanes. The tracks are set across 12 countries, 
so the scenery and weather conditions obviously change from track to track. And 
guess what - the English courses are damp and dreary. Typical, huh?

When you're fed up up with the 70-odd circuits already included (which'll take some 
time), check out the track editor. It can be used two ways: if you're short on time, 
choose the track generator. It'll randomly create you a track to race on. The actual track 
editor is slightly more time consuming, but it's dead easy to use. Let us demonstrate... 




Tracks are built using blocks, of which 
you've got 65. They can be straight or 
curved, and you just stick them together 
to create a basic circuit. Start off with a 
couple of straights first, though.
